Claims 1-5 are pending in the present application. 

In the outstanding Office Action, Claims 1, 2, 4, and 5 were rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as unpatentable over Uchivama et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,902,406, hereinafter 
Uchiyama); and Claim 3 was objected to. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the courtesy of an interview extended to 
Applicants' representatives on August 9, 2005. During the interview, differences between 
the present invention and the applied art, and the rejections noted in the outstanding Office 
Action were discussed. The Examiner agreed that the dependent Claim 3 includes allowable 
subject matter.
